IN THE DRAWINGS 

The drawings were objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the structural limitation, such as, 
sensing, adjusting, adding, and subtracting, as cited in claims 1 and 6-12 must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 

Applicant respectfully points out that claims 1-8 are method claims, and so generally do 
not have structural limitations as do apparatus claims but are functional in nature and so may not 
be properly be required to be shown in structural drawings. As examples, the cited sensing, 
adjusting, etc., are not structural elements but functional elements of method claims. 
Nonetheless, applicant has provided Figures 7 and 8, which illustrate in flowcharts functional 
aspects of certain embodiments of the present invention as claimed in the original claims and 
described in the specification. Figure 7 is a flowchart that illustrates an embodiment of the 
invention consistent with Claim 1 and that is further supported by Claim 1, and Figure 8 is a 
flowchart that illustrates an embodiment of the invention consistent with pending Claim 8 and 
that is supported by Claim 8. 

Applicant has further provided Figure 6, which is supported by and generally reflects the 
components recited in Claim 10, and in those claims that depend therefrom.
